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ABSTRACT 

82 species of mosses have been collected from Arunachal Pradesh. Brachythecium 
formosanum Tak., B. wichurae (Broth.) Par. and Hypnum macrogymim Besch. are new 
records for India. 7 species: Brachymenium sikkimense Ren. et Card., Brachythecium 
buchananii (Hook.) Jaeg. var. cuspidiferum (Mitt.) Gangulee et Vohra, Brotherella nictans 
(Mitt.) Broth., Dicranodontium capillifolium (Dix.) Tak. Ectropothecium ramuligerum Dix., 
Taxithelium laeviusculum Dix., and Trichosteleum stereodontoides Broth, ex Gangulee, 
known so far only by the type material, have been collected for the first time since then. 
48 species and 11 genera are additions to Arunachal Pradesh. 


INTRODUCTION 

Arunachal Pradesh, also known as the land of 
the rising sun, is the eastern most Himalayan state 
of India. With an area of 83740 sq. kms (Hajra et al, 
1996), it is largest in size in the entire North-East 
region known for the richness of its floristic 
diversity. 

Arunachal Pradesh is phytogeographically very 
important. A large number of East and South-East 
Asiatic species and also some genera extend their 
range to this state and the neighbouring Nagaland. 
It's proximity to Burma (Myanmar), Bhutan and Tibet, 
facilitates migration from three directions: East, 
West and North respectively; due to similarity in 
the climatic conditions in the areas contiguous to 
those countries. 

The entire North-East is also known for active 
speciation. It has been considered as a centre of 
origin for genera like Symphyodon Mont. Two of 
the species of this genus are endemic to Arunachal 
Pradesh. 


Although poorly explored, based on existing 
material, 12% of the species, including one genus 
Ortholimnobium Dix. are endemic to this state only. 

Arunachal Pradesh is located between 91° 40" 
to 97° 15" E and 26° 40" to 29° 25" N. The 
precipitation is high (2086 to 2972 mm annually) and 
occurs almost throughout the year. 61.54% of the 
area is under forest and the forests are dense. The 
forests extend from 300 m at foot hills to above 
4000 m. The forests are of varied types. They are 
semi-evergreen to evergreen at lower altitudes to 
temperate forests at higher elevations (Hajra et al, 
1996). 

Arunachal Pradesh is one state, where still vast 
areas are under undisturbed forests. Such forests 
are suitable habitats for those corticolous species 
which prefer low light regime. This state needs to 
be explored further, for such species. 

Although floristically important, the mosses of 
this state were unkown till Dixon (1914) published 
an account of the mosses of Abor Hills. This was 
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based on the collections made by Burkill during the 
years 1911 and 1912. Subsequent to this, Bor during 
the years 1933 to 1936, made a collection from Aka 
Hills. These were also published by Dixon (1939). 

Among the more recent collectors, Mudgal, from 
Botanical Survey of India, while in search of Coptis 
teeta, made a collection from Mishmi Hills and 
Debang Valley, during the year 1981. Some of these 
were reported by Vohra (1983). 

Others, who made note worthy collections are 
R.S. Rao (Siang in 1958) and Panigrahi (Kameng in 
1957; Kalaktang and Seargaon in 1958). These 
collections are present in the herbarium. 

Based on the above material, 158 species are so 
far recorded (Gangulee, 1969-1980). Among them 19 
taxa are endemic to this state, which includes one 
genus: Ortholimnobium Dix. But vast areas still 
remain unexplored and their number is likely to rise 
considerably, as more and more collections are 
available. 

During the months of Oct.-Nov., 1995, Mr. B.D. 
Kar, co-author of this paper visited Arunachal 
Pradesh. He collected mostly in W. Kameng and 
Tawang Districts and also some adjoining areas. 
Altogether 138 numbers, comprising 82 species were 
collected. These collections were very rewarding. 

Out of the 82 species enumerated, 3 species: 
Brachythecium formosanum Tak., B. wichurae 
(Broth.) Par. and Hypnum macrogynum Besch. are 
new records for India. 48 species, including 11 
genera, are additions to Arunachal Pradesh moss 
flora. 7 species, which may be considered rare or 
threatened, have been collected for the first time, 
since they were first described. These are : 
Brachymenium sikkimense Ren. et Card., 
Brachythecium buchananii (Hook.) Jaeg. var. 
cuspidiferum (Mitt.) Gangulee et Vohra, Brotherella 
nictans (Mitt.) Broth., Dicranodontium capillifolium 
(Dix.) Tak., Ectropothecium ramuligerum Dix., 
Taxithelium laeviusculum Dix., and Trichosteleum 
stereodontoides Broth, ex Gangulee. Among them 
Brotherella nictans (Mitt.) Broth., the type of which 
is by Hooker from Sikkim, has also been 
subsequently reported once from Nepal. The 
remaining are known from their types only. 


Species of East or South-East Asiatic 
distribution, extending their range to Arunachal are : 
Brotherella falcata (Doz et Molk.) Fleisch., 
Ectropothecium dealbatum (Reinw. et Homsch.) 
Jaeg., Glossadelphus bilobatus (Dix.) Broth. The 
former two were once reported earlier also from 
Arunachal Pradesh, while the latter has also been 
once collected from Nagaland. 

The genera, which are being reported for the 
first time from Arunachal Pradesh are : Aerobryidium 
Fleisch., Brachymenium Schwaegr., Brachythecium 
B.S.G., Campylopus Brid., Glossadelphus Fleisch., 
Hymenostylium Brid., Hypnum Hedw., Meteorium 
(Brid.) Doz. et Molk., Oxystegus (Limpr.) Hilp., 
Pterobryopsis Fleisch., and Rhytidiadelphus 
(Limpr.) Wamst. 

In this paper, all the 82 species belonging to 48 
genera and 22 families have been enumerated with 
field notes and distribution data. New reports from 
Arunachal Pradesh are preceded by asterisk. The 
families are arranged according to Brotherus (1924, 
1925). Genera and species are arranged 
alphabetically. The material is deposited in CAL.
